Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which 
are reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g., 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, etc. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex- 
treme right of an entry indicates the classification of the publication in the 
Office of the Superintendent of Documents. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent 
to book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (under a 
recent ruling, the 25 percent discount to dealers does not apply to Supreme 
Court reports which may, however, be sold by dealers at a price in advance of 
that charged by this Office; neither can the dealers’ discount be allowed on the 


Federal Register). 
Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 


of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog.

Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger (+t) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found under the name of 
the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, e. g., 
H. doc. 383, 74-2.

It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange. 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a

RURAL ELECTRIFICATION ADMINISTRATION 


A Rural Electrification Administration was established by Executive Order 
7037 of May 11, 1935, to initiate, formulate, administer, and supervise a program 
of approved projects with respect to the generation, transmission, and distribu- 
tion of electric energy in rural areas. This was a temporary organization 
created under authority of the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1985. 
There has now been created and established under the provisions of S. 3483, 
74th Congress (Public no. 605, approved May 20, 1936), an agency of the United 
States to be known as the Rural Electrification Administration, all of the powers 
of which shall be exercised by an Administrator, who shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, for a term of 
ten years. The Administrator is authorized and empowered to make loans in 
the several States and Territories of the United States for rural electrification 
and the furnishing of electric energy to persons in rural areas who are not 
receiving central station service; to make, or cause to be made, studies, investi- 
gations, and reports concerning the condition and progress of the electrification 
of the rural areas in the several States and Territories; and to publish and 
disseminate information with respect thereto. Section 8 of the above act reads 
as follows: The administration of loans and contracts entered into by the 
Rural Electrification Administration established by Executive Order numbered 
7087, dated May 11, 1935, may be vested by the President in the Administrator 
authorized to be appointed by this Act; and in such event the provisions of this 
Act shall apply to said loans and contracts to the extent that said provisions 
are not inconsistent therewith. The President may transfer to the Rural 
Electrification Administration created by this Act the jurisdiction and control 
of the records, property (including office equipment), and personnel used or 
employed in the exercise and performance of the functions of the Rural Electri- 
fication Administration established by such Executive order. 


SECOND EXPORT-IMPORT BANK OF WASHINGTON, D. C. 


Pursuant to authority granted by the National Industrial Recovery Act, the 
President directed by Executive Order 6581 of February 2, 1934, the organiza- 
tion of a District of Columbia banking corporation under the name of Export- 
Import Bank of Washington. The purpose of the bank was to aid in the 
financing and to facilitate exports and imports and the exchange of commodities 
between the United States and any of its territories and insular possessions 
and any foreign country or its agencies or nationals. The bank was formed 
originally for the purpose of facilitating United States trade with the Soviet 
Union, but subsequently its operations were extended for the benefit of trade 
with the rest of the world. The organization of another District of Columbia 
banking corporation under the name of Second Export-Import Bank of Wash- 
ington, D. C., was directed by Executive Order 6638 dated March 9, 1934, its 
purpose, powers, and organization being substantially the same as the Export- 
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Import Bank of Washington. Its activities were confined to transactions with 
the Export-Import Bank. The Second Export-Import Bank of Washington, 
D. C., has now sold and transferred to the Export-Import Bank of Washington 
all of its existing commitments and has discontinued its active operation, ang 
the President has, by the provisions of Executive Order 7365 of May 7, 1936, 
directed its dissolution effective June 30, 1936. 


NEW EDITIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST 


In February 1934, a supplement to the Style Manual of the Government 
Printing Office was issued entitled Foreign Languages, for Use of Printers 
and Translators. In April 1935, another edition was demanded, and now, the 
growing appreciation of the Manual of Foreign Languages has made necessary 
the issuance of a third edition greatly revised and enlarged from the previous 
editions, and containing the addition of a group of languages that were not 
contemplated in previous editions. It was prepared with a view to affording 
editors, catalogers, and bibliographers, as well as printers, a broader, more 
adequate basis of information for their respective tasks. The manual is pur. 
posely condensed for ready reference and is intended merely as a guide, not 
a textbook. It has been prepared by George F. von Ostermann, the foreign. 
language editor of the Government Printing Office, and is considered a valuable 
authority. It is bound in buckram and is obtainable from the Superintendent 
of Documents for $1.25. 

Another publication which has proved so valuable that another edition was 
demanded is Little Waters, a Study of Headwater Streams & Other Little 
Waters, Their Use and Relations to the Land, by H. S. Person, with coopera- 
tion of E. Johnston Coil and Robert T. Beall. It is listed in this catalog under 
the Rural Electrification Administration, although it was also prepared for 
the Soil Conservation Service and the Resettlement Administration. Of it, the 
President says in his letter of transmittal: “This report treats of a subject 
with which the physical well-being of our people is intimately bound up, yet 
to which, in the past, too little attention has been paid. We have grown 
accustomed to dealing with great rivers, with their large problems of naviga- 
tion, of power, and of flood control, and we have been tempted to forget the 
little rivers from which they come. The report points out that we can have 
no effective national policy in those matters, nor in the closely related matter 
of proper land uses, until we trace this running water back to its ultimate 
sources and find means of controlling it and of using it.” This publication is 
also obtainable from the Superintendent of Documents in paper covers for 15¢.

Rural delivery routes are shown in detail on county 
or local center maps which, with a few exceptions, are drawn to the scale of 1: 62,500 
or 1:63,360 (1 mile to the inch). Maps of more than 1,480 counties in the United 
States have been prepared by the Post Office Department and blue-line prints, made 
from the latest available negatives, are sold for 50 cents per copy. Each county map 
shows, in addition to the roads traveled by rural carriers, all post offices within the 
county at the time the negative was made and all other roads, houses, schools, and 
churches known at the time the map was originally drawn, together with an outline of 
the drainage. A list of the county maps on file will be furnished upon application to 
the Disbursing Clerk, Post Office Department, Washington, D. C. Rural delivery routes 
emanating from post offices in counties for which county maps have not been drawn are 
shown on local center maps. Blueprint copies of such maps are sold at 25 cents each.

The papers issued in the series of Contributions to knowledge and Miscellaneous collec- 
tions are not public documents, but are printed in limited editions at the expense of the 
Smithsonian Fund. They are distributed without charge to public libraries, educational 
establishments, and learned societies in this country and abroad; and are supplied to 
other institutions, and to individuals at the prices indicated. Remittances should be 
made payable to the ‘Smithsonian Institution.’ A discount of 20 percent is allowed to 
bookdealers. The Smithsonian report volumes and the papers reprinted in separate form 
therefrom, are distributed gratuitously by the Institution to libraries and individuals | 
throughout the world. Very few of the Report volumes are now available at the Insti- 
tution, but many of those of which the Smithsonian edition is exhausted can be purchased 
from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C.
